COVINA'S NEW HIGH SCHOOL. 


Dying Grafted Walnut Trees 


A correspondent of the Rural Press 


has some young grafted walnut trees 
said to be imported 
from France al- 


ready grafed and three of them have 
died, and he sends the third tree for 
examination. In reply the editor says: 


The tree was a small grafted walnut 


with about a foot of growth on the 
acion before transplantng and n couple 
of inches of new growth since then. 


The trouble consisted in dead bark, 


both on the stock nnd on 
the scion, 


extending both ways from the graft 
joint. It had a blackened appearance, 
resembling bncteriosis, and, to deter- 
mine whether this existed or not, we 
sent the specimen to Newton B. Pierce 
ol Santa Ana, who is the grvatauthor- 
ity on this subject, and lie kindly re- 
plies as follows: 


VI do not consider the injury seen 


in the corrugated roots due to bacte- 
rosis. It is probably due to the imper- 
feet union of root and scion. Where 
4be anion is perfect, the cortex of the 
xoot is healthy; where imperfect,

An Old Cedar

that these trees must be very old.

it was oasv to distinguish the annual 
growth rings. Theno were counted for 
a section of the trunk, care being 
taken to select a portion in which the 
rings were of uvci.cwe thickness, and 
•on this basis the number for t!ie whole 
stump was calculated. In this wav it 
•was found that thin particular tree wan 
between eight hundred anil one thous- 
and years old. In other words, this 
cree was a seedling some time between 
the years 900 and 1100 A. D.

The grownig of lemons in ftaly, at 


Gardone, Halo, Gargnano, Garden Li- 
motie, and other places on Lake Garda, 
will interest the lemon producers in 
the natural home of the lemon, for 
certainly after seeing all the different 
parts of the world where this fruit is 
produced, I can assure you that in no 
place are the trees as vigorous and 
thrifty as in California. The trees are 
enclosed in torraced blocks, with stone 
walls at the back and ends, and atone 
piers eight feet apart on the front, and 
of sufficient height to allow the com- 
plete housing in of- each plot with 
boards during the cold season.

from 75c to $1.50 per 100.

of what it was a few voars ago.—Cali- 
fornia Fruit Grower.

The plans of this building were 
drawn by J. Hradbeer of Los Angeles, 
and the contract l*t to S. L. Pillar of 
Hlvernlde. The building Is heated by 
a furnace and lighted with electricity, 
and la fitted with ^very modern con- 
venience and Improvement. 
The 
en- 
trance hall leads Into a cross hall with 


a fide entrance at either end, which 
would furnish ample exit in case of 
fire. From the entrance hall the office 
Is entered on the left and the library 
on the right. The stairway consists of 
three easy flights, arranged to avoid 
crowding. On the first floor are com- 
modious cloak rooms and 
lavatories. 
The second floor consists of a large as- 
sembly room, fitted with 
stage and 
dressing rooms. The physical labora- 
tories are on this floor and are es- 
pecially lighted and adapted for ex- 
perimental work. Then there are class 
rooms to be occupied by the mathe- 
matic, Greek and English departments, 
while the Latin, German and drawing 
departments will occupy rooms on the 
first floor. 


FARMERS SEIZE TRAIN 


Empty Cars Forcibly Loaded With 


Wheat 


Farmers at Elva, Manitoba, under- 


took on Saturday last to secure in a 
novel manner cars in which to ship 
their wheat. The lack of transporta- 
tion facilities has considerably lift ml i- 
capned the (train growers of Manitoba, 
this fall, and when they saw a train 
load of empty cars stalled near the 
town, the men made a raid and cap- 
tured A train. The engine had too much 
of a load, nnd ascending the incline, 
was forced to stop. 


A large number of farmers were near 


the elevators at the time and realizing 
their opportunity took advantage of it 
immediately. 


Under the jtrain act of that piovince 


cars are supposed to be equal!}' dis- 
tributed between the elevators 
and 


farmers, but the latter complain that 
the elevators have secured 
four-fifths 


of the number of cars available. It was 
this condition of things wliich incited 
the farmers to practically 
interpret 


the act. 
There were some twenty odd 


cars in the train, and fourteen of 
these were loaded with grain, which 
was at that time in wagons in the city, 
a yard engine being used to shunt the 
cars where needed.

Oscnr Bradford of Chicago calls at- 


tention in the Chronicle of that city 
to important advantages to nccrne to 
the whole country under tlio operation 
of the new national system of irriga- 
tion, and he does it in a convincing 
manner, ft indicates the arowth ol 
an intelligent interest in this great 
government, enterprise among the peo- 
ple of the east who are not BO directly 
concerned in the work as the far ''west- 
ern states and territories. He says in 
part: 


"People of pessimistic tendencies 


who see ahead of us another cycle of 
commercial stagnation fail to note the 
existence of elements which will have 
a momentous influence upon the mar- 
kets for manufactured commodities, 
and I allude to the early inauguration 
of work b" the government on a largo 
scale for t: e irrigation of the western 
mountain valleys. 


"This so-called arid section is about 


a thousand miles square and without 
doubt ii the richest section in natural 
resources of any section in the world. 
It has gold, silver, copper, lend. ,ro. 
coal, timber, petroleum 
and every 


kind of useful silicate and clay. It has 
u superb climate and the numerous 
valleys are as fertile as the basin of 
the Nile. The electric power which 
can be created bv the falling water of 
the streams would he aniplf- to turn 
the wheels of the civilized world. It 
is penetrated by numerous railroads 
and lias many handsome cities and 
towns. 


"The 
funds immediately available 


for the canals and reservoirs amount 
to about $7,000,000 but as the act of 
congress authorizing the work set apart 
for this purpose the money received 
from future sales of public land the 
supply will be large and continuous. 
It is expected that at least $500,000,000 
will be expended on construction with- 
in the next twenty or thrty years, as 
each improvement made has a ten- 
dency to increase tho value of and 
make more desirable for new settlers 
the

"Jt is obvious that the initial ex- 


penditure by the government and those 
which follow as a result of it in the

IMPORTANT DECISION 


Suicide Does Not Invalidate Life In- 


surance 


The Unitod States Supreme Court 


last Friday tv lirmed the opinion of tho 
Cinnit Court of Appeals in tho caee of 
tlio Knights Templars and Mason's 
Life T: surance Company vs. Rosa B. 
Jarnmn. The case involved the valid- 
ity of the suicide statute of Missouri 
of 1879, providing that suicido shall 
not he a defense against tho payment 
of a life-insurance policy, the policy 
involved being upon the life of Jolin 
P. Jarman, husband of Mrs. Jarman, 
who, 
while insane, took his life in 


Grondy county, Mo., in 1898. The de- 
cision of the court sustained the law, 
and held the company liahle for the 
nmount of the policy regardless of the 
fact that the policy contained a clause 
for tho invalidation of the policy in 
case of suicide, whether "voluntary or 
involunatry, sane or insane."
